HE intrinſccal ſcope of any Maxime, courteous and ( therein ) learned Reader, 
hath either to purpoſe 4 benefit ar a pleaſure, whereof generous Spirits in effet# 

| never will make any difference, but at 4 > "7 Rea in that they will get the true 
5, benefit by the ſolid pleaſure, and the infallible -pleaſure by the benefit thereof. 
e uſe to ſupply the decay of pubs: ſtrength by nece{[ary food and nouriſhment, Our Spirit 

or Mind (within ſpeaking with us) cannot otherwiſe well be fed, but by ſolid Learning, 
yet never be ſatisfied ; which 4 ſtrange thing of the more then humane mynd of man, in that 
no man in this tranſitorie condition will be found never (6 inzenious and learned who could not 
yet learn and comprehend mnch more, Qur Mind's no circamferred veſſel, that could but 
contain a certain quantity ; nay it s infinite, endleſs, unſearchable, ' all capable, that in ett 


ou 


things can find a period ſave in it ſelf, and hg + can be wearjed our, but never be Jo 


ed and repleniſhed with learning and knowledg ſo much as yot to defire to kuow and lean 
ſtill much more, Now if naturally all men are deſprous of Knowlear, then: the queſtion is, 
Why ſuch a deſire i not apparent and viſible with all men ? Anſwer, In as much as a hungry 
Stomack hath no appetite has loathſome nor over-hot meats, whereof it cannat pertake, ſo like- 
wiſe every man deſires to know, but not ever that which g neceſſary and requiſite for him, nor 
by the.means he abhors and ſhuns : nay many men deſire for raw and unwholeſome fruits when 
they ſtand more in need of Phyſick, 


Some are of opinion that it is much better to learn but one thing artificially and funda- 
mentally, then to keep our ſelves pel-mel upon many Sciences at once. But others there are 
that think themſelves to be expert of all things, and yet never deſire to learn ſo much per- 
feitly as but a ſingle one, For the firſt opinion theſe Reaſons and Arguments here enſuing 
are alledged : Whereas Knowleds and Sciences being gifts of the Mind and treaſures of the 
Spirit, as alſo the felicity of Riches doth pot conſift.iu the poſſeſion but lawfuſi uſe thereof, 
ſo likewiſe it is inſufficient to know much, but ſuch knowledg indeed muſt be improved which 
can be perfor med much better by ſuch a man that makes but oxething bus s0nſtant Study, 
then by another who learns much, but altogether Smnperjel?'y's thence it comes that a great 
confuſion it occaſioned in the Mind of man as incapable te comprehend ſeverel things ( no 
more then our.eye properly can object but one thing ) ot once, If we conſider the ſhortneſs of 
our life and the many things we are to ſtudy, thew we will ſee we have ſcares. time enough 
to learn but that one thing whercunto we are ordained by Nature. And from thence it i 
why that excellent Lord and Chancellor of England Verulam was of opinion that there ſhould 
be written a particular book of every Creature, as a book of Salt, a book of Sulphur, and ane- 
ther book of Coals, &c, For ( ſaith he ) in that we deſare to know altthings, we do not know 
any _ perfeftly , no more thenthe Current of a River having ſeveral arms or irregular 
waies will run as ſwiftly as that which flows ſtraight forward and reehlarly. Many men if 
compelled againſt their own inclination wnto any work of the Brain, ( for that of t A hangs 
: | B 3 avineg 
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having enother Nature ) can perfed# but little to purpoſe by all their induſtry, aud thence 
its oy \ that ſuch a one ic born ( a« it were) for Poetry, and another for Painting, or 
Muſick andthe like. But oraſmuch as there never hath been any body induced by Nature 
with all gifts together and at once, ſo «man can be but fit for one thing, and if educated 
and infiruﬀted in the: ſame from his. minority; he may certainly attain z0 the higheſt pitch of 
perfettivnc, But thoſe we; who think-t0 learn all together are moſt like #7IO 4 CErTAIR COUn- 
try Swain thut endeavoured to pull the Horſes tail altogether off at once. 

But thoſe -who are # Popinion that many things , if not perfettly , yet ſent may 
be learned-ayil-comprehended altogether at one and the ſame time, do alledge theſe and the 
like reaſons, viz; That there & nothing -inthis world which hath not many uſes and benefits, 
and to find ont which requires many waies trial ; but what Science s there which s not 
woited and knitted with many other Arts ? therefore, ſay they, it is neceſſary that all ſhould be 


comprehended and brought together, according to art, in an orderly Method,

But _—_—_ as the Shapes and Geſtures of all men are difering one from another, ſo like-

wiſe are their Spirits. Some there are-indeed who reſemble thoſe beauties that eaſily can win 
every heart to themſelves; and unto ſuch nothing ſeems impoſcible, but they are. apt to learn 
all things which they undertake without any difficulty, Some are of a meaner >a which 
for the moſt part are more fit for the common uſe, they learn much-by diligent induſtry, but 
remain ever 1n their apprentiſhip, and never are contented with whe they wrchaſe. But 

| Jome are altogether deformed Spirits, being ſcarce ſo apt to diſcern what ſerves far their 
 livelyhood, and ſuch men ( for the moſt part) muſt maintain themſelves by their handy-craft 
-work and dradgery, The Scope _ 6 conſiderable which ſome one or other man aims at, 

' and whereunto his objett is prefixed , that man that is addiiFed unto a certain principal Sci- 
ence, muſt beſtow his Induſtry much otherwiſe then he who ladies but for his pleaſure. *Tis 
the ſaying of Plato, that Nature ( deſtining every man unto acertain thing } did beſtow 
 wnto ſome men a Gold mind, to ſome other men an Argentine mind, and tothe reſt a mind of 
Iron; and it is well known that one Metal is not appliable nor fit inftead of another, but each 
in its proper place : andin ſuch a skilfull uſe conſoſteth the felicity of Governments. |

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And therefore ſeeing that the Lord of all Goodneſs did not inepart aunty every Coundry. all | 
ſorts of Fruits and Commodities, nor unto every Man all ſorts and manners of Spiritual gifts; © 
it is moſt neceſ[ary to have an — intercoarſe and correſpondency both of Trade; Arts, 
Sciences, and all good things, for the general dealing in ſuch precious Commodities : but 
the enemies of Vertue ought not to be admitted thereunto. To which end the Anthor of this 
Book did venture to appear upon the Stage and Publick Market-place with his firſt Summer- 
fruits, of a ſhort Mechod, and new way of Accompts, for the manage and dealing of 
all the reſt : withall confeſs ing that the Excellency thereof conſiſts not in its literal are Bc 
but in the wiſe praitice and uſe thereof ; no more then a Harp ( or ſome other. muſical In:

Love and all Eſſential goodnefs, which furthermore appear in ſeveral powerfull operations, 
45 it doth in Faith, Charity, Hope, Patience, Humility, Prayers, and all other Vertues ; and 
' foto the glory of God the Author and the good of man perpetually are going about circular, 
as it were, for all Eternity : Sadikewiſe proceeds fromthe account of the Stock a Treble ac- 
count of all Effetts, Mony and Gain; and from which fumhermore riſe and grow all the 
other accounts, Debtors and Creditors, as its conſequent branches and boughs, ſtill returning 
from Ballance to Ballance, unto the firſt Spring and Original thereof.

| quires almoſt more indaſtry then Skill, but the other being more Gumbrous and Ho- 
noxrable, Of ſuch a literal Fabrick rs ff to calculate the whole ArchiteFure, and 
then to begin at the loweſt Foundatioy , and ſo raiſe it by little and little very artificial- 
ly and curiouſly to the top ;, if otherwiſe we deſire not to get more Blame then, Fame by 
zt, or to loſe againthe Renowne which at firſk we did get by the work thereafter enſuing.

when ſuch things, thereafter ſpecified, either were done or brought to 
Account. The firſt word To, inthe Debet, referrs to the Creditor, and the firſt 
- word By, inthe Credit, referrs to the Debtor of that Parcel, and is robe found 
by the dire&tionof the two ſecond Lines, ſignifying the Page of the Book 
where the money of that parcel ſpecified in the next three Lines thereafter 
Wm either is Credited or Indebted. All Accounts being of a double na- 
ture, thatisto ſay, where in one Page a Debtor is, there in another Account 
or Page muſt needs be a Creditor alſo of the ſame Parcel, under what name 
or notion ſoever, otherwaies no juſt Ballance could be made: as the Account 
_ of the Stock, being the main Ground-work, and as it were an Inventory |

of the faid acconnts entred in a Book by ſome experienced and skilfull man in Accounts, 
whereunto his Highneſs did ſubſcribe his royal Signature, before the Officers (upon good 
certificate made to the Lord Chancellor ) could have their 2xietms eft paſs the great 
ſeal of England. And the (aid King was pleaſed many times to enter into particular Ex- 
amination of ſome of the accounts, whereby he did ſtrike a terror into the hearts of the 
Officers , {o that they became hore careful, and durſt not commit any fraud or deceit by 
combination or toleration, but his Treaſure was duely adminiſtred and preſerved. This 
Signature of the Kings in the ſaid book is exrant to be ſeen in the Exchequer, 
Providence of Urgent neceſſity cauſed the French King Henry the fourth, when he was King of N4a- 
«+69 emads varre, to be preſent in the diſpoſing of his Treaſure, inſomuch that afterwards (in 
fourth, poſſeſſing the Diadem of all France, and calling to remembrance his former obſervation 
by comparing things with their firſt Principles ) he found that of every French Crown 
(being 60 Soulz) which his Coffers ſhould receive, there came not above the fourth part 
de claro unto him, Whereupon by rooting out of corruption, depoſing of needleſs 
Officers, proficable emptions of things neceſſary, and by wiſe diſpoſing of them, he

Brin, King Fames conſidering thatall Commonyeals are furniſhed with Divine-ſervice, Arms, 
Laws, Riches, Arts and Suſtenance, and that the managing of theſe. chings requireth 
ſix manner of Perſons, namely, Clergy-men , Noble-men, Magiſtrates, Merchants, 
Artificers and Husband-men, (. which jointly are the Members of all Commonyeals ) 
was gratiouſly diſpoſed to invite them all unto a Royal banquet, where (after man 
plealihg diſcourſes) his Majeſty was pleaſed that every Member of his Commonyealt 

' asaforeſaid ſhould in one only word expreſs the property of his Profeſſion or Calling. 
Whereupon the Clergy-men did ſay, we Inſtruct ; the Noble-men, we Fight; the Magi- 
ſtrates, we Defend z the Merchants, we Enrich the Artificers, we Furniſh; and the 

 Husband-men, wenouriſh, The Kinganfwering, uſed theſe or the like Speches ; We do 
yery well approve your Declarations in this brief manner, recommending every one of 
you to diſcharge your dury accordingly, with aremembrance that We (as your Head) 
muſt make the Body of the Commonyvealth compleate. Burt ſeeing fault was found of 

Food dear ang ChE general Dearth of all things within his Realm, withour any ſcarcity of the ſaid things 
no Dearth. ſerving for the Back and Belly, we attribute it to you Husband-men, ſaid the King , 
for Food is dear, and yet there is no Dearth. The Husband-men did excuſe themſelves,y 
and laid the fault upon the Noble-men and Gentlemen for raiſing of their Rents, taking 
of Farmes into their hands, and making of Incloſures, Noble-men and Gentle-men 
did impoſe the cauſe upon Merchants and Artificers, for ſelling things dearer then in 
times paſt, which cauſedevery man to make the moſt of his own according to his Pro- 
feſſion : wherein the Artificers were eaſily diſpenſed wichall, conſidering their Labours 
and workmens Wages, buying alſo all things dearer, So that the Fault did wholly 
remain upon the Merchants, who have the ſole diſpoſing of all Commodities exported 
and imported for the good or hurt of the Commonwealth ; which cauſed the King to 
enter into conſideration of the aforeſaid three Eſſential parts of Traffick, namely, Com- 
modities, Mony, and Exchange for mony by Bills of Exchange, 
And Ingeniouſly perceiving that the Vital Spirit of Traffick did conſiſt in the matter 
of Exchange for Moneys, becauſe the ſame is the publick Meaſure between Nationand 
Nation, and that Gain was the Radical moiſture of Commerce, which had his effecual 
powerin Exchanges : His Majeſty thought good ro call divers Merchants to the Con- 
ſulcation of this buſineſs ( being within their Element) to hear their opinion how to 
remedy the ſaid Inconvenience. | 
Threemannes Whereupon his Highneſs obſerved three manner of Merchants. The Firſt (which 
of Merchants. yvere thegreateſt number) were ignorant of the Fundamental reaſons of Exchanges, 
and being carried with the Stream,never took notice of it, but were guided therein by ig- 
norant Brokers of Exchanges.,according to the rule of forreign Nations. The Second fort 
of Merchants were thoſe who did altogether praciſe to make a benefit by Exchange and 
Tranſportation of Moneys, and never did deal in Commodities at home or beyond the 
Seas, and theſe would not confeſs that there was any abuſe committed by Exchange. 
The Third fort of Merchants ( being the ſmalleſt number) were men of Wiſdom and 
Experience, and yet they found the matter of Exchange to bea Myſtery, until examina- 
tion of the Properties thereof, and then ( like good Patriots ) they took a care for the 
Weltare of the | -0% war The Firſt fort he did not regard, becauſe of their 
Offenders un- Ignorance: The Second ſort he did compare unto Vintners, who are not it to be made 
fir ro make.

the Weſt-Indiey, and eſpecially, becauſe an ounce of Silver was inhaunced by- the faid.

- Theidifference between a Fator and a Servant confiſterh chiefly.in this, That a FaQor 
is reared by Merchants lerters, and raketh Salary or proviſion of FaRtorage ; but a Ser- 
yant of an Apprentice is by his Maſter entertained, ſome receiving Wages Ds and 
ſome others withont Wages. A Factor is bonnd to anſwer the loſs which hapneth by 
oyer-paſſing or exceeding his Commiſſion z whereas a Servant is not, but may incur his 
Maſters diſpleaſure, For albeit that che Spaniſh Proverb is, 2s ex paſſa Comiſſion, 
rerde proviſion, Thar he thar exceedeth his Commiſſion ſhall loſe his Factorage : the 
Cale is altered long fince by the Cuſtom of Merchants, and now it'is, Swbolca. /a £%% 
his Purſe doth pay for it, FaQtors therefore muſt be very carefull ro follow the Com- 
miſfions given them very orderly and puncually ; and becauſe Merchants are not able

which was the Merchant of Antwerp, wherein Expedition was required, The FaQtor in 
regard of the ſaid Expedition, did not ſtay to receive an anſwer from the Merchant what 
he ſhould doe, but maketh a compoſition with the Afſurers for 60 li. for the 100 li, ro 
be paid. inſtantly.
